Social Agencies Will Be Pressed 

Next Winter, Says 

Pray. 



SPEAKS AT CO. COUNCIL 



Though business and industrial con- 
ditions will doubtless show great 
improvement before the end of the 
present year, it will be many years 
before the demands upon the social 
agencies will return to anything like 
their normal volume, according to 
Kenneth L. M. Pray, of Narberth, 
director of the Pennsylvania School 
of Social and Health Work, who spoke 
before the meeting of the Montgomery 
County Council for Social Welfare, at 
Norristown, on Monday afternoon. 

"We must prepare, and the citizens 
of the community must be prepared, 
for another winter almost, if not quite, 
as hard as this one," said Mr. Pray. 
"It will take heroic efforts to find the 
resources to meet the needs, but they 
must be found if we are going to avoid 
the fearful suffering which always 
comes in the wake of a crisis like the 
present. 

"There will be illness and physical 
deterioration from long-continued un- 
der nourishment, strain and exhaus- 
tion. There will be a certain amount 
of delinquency, due to irregular living, 
idleness, the loosening of family ties, 
owing to discouragement and despera- 
tion. There will be continued unem- 
ployment, especially for those least 
able to bear it — those without great 
skill, and whose ambition and habits 
of industry are broken down by long 
idleness and hopeless search for a job. 
There will be families broken by 
economic disaster and by desertion 
and by the irritations and frictions 
that come from worry, continuous 
crowding and lowered standards of 
living. We must remember that here, 
as in the prize ring, it is not one sharp 
blow, but the slow wearing down of 
resistance that usually scores the 
knockout. 

"In the face of this situation, social 
workers have the solemn obligation to 
make every dollar go as far as it can, 
by doing the best .possible job, by 
working together as one man to avoid 
duplication on the one hand or neglect 
on the other, and by not allowing pre- 
ventive and constructive efforts to be 
sidetracked because of the pressure of 
emergency needs. 

"Perhaps this emergency, sad and 
destructive as it is in some of its 
aspects, may prove a blessing in dis- 
guise. If it can lead us to more wide- 
spread understanding and more effec- 
tive organization of public welfare 
activities, it would prevent much of 
the misery we have seen in the past 
year."

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Worse Than War 

One of the foremost problems confronting the American people, 
which also amounts to a severe indictment of our civilization, is the tre- 
mendous number of deaths resulting from automobile accidents. 

During the eighteen months ending in December, 1930, a total of 
50,900 persons were killed in automobile accidents, which figure exceeds 
the total members of the A. E. F. who were killed in action or died as 
the result of injuries. 

The Main Line has had its share of fatalities from motor vehicle 
accidents along with the rest of the country. Exact figures are not avail- 
able, but a conservative estimate places the number of deaths in this 
locality from automobile accidents at a dozen. An average of nearly 
two accidents a day occurred in Lower Merion Township alone during 
1930, according to the police records. 

What can be done to prevent this appalling waste of life? A certain 
amount of prevention work can be and is being done by the authorities. 
Stop signs at the intersections of "Thru" highways, traffic lights, "slow" 
signs painted on the roads, warning signs at curves, lines painted on high- 
ways, speed limits, etc., all constitute efforts on the part of State, town- 
ship and borough authorities to cope with the problem. 

Ultimately, however, it rests with the individual to make such acci- 
dent prevention efforts effective. "Stop" signs, for example, are of no 
value if disregarded by motorists. Reducing the speed of motor vehicles 
is of no avail if careless driving still prevails. 

The Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle law requires drivers to have their 
machines under control at all times. If this provision were obeyed by 
everyone operating a motor vehicle the accident problem would cure itself. 

The responsibility, therefore, rests with the individual driver whether 
the toll of deaths shall continue to mount or whether, by the exercise of 
care, attention, consideration and respect for regulations, it shall decrease. 



Athletics for All Policy 

in Vogue at Haverford 

The interest which Haverford Col- 
lege undergraduates take in intramural 
athletics is good evidence of the suc- 
cess with which the Main Line insti- 
tution is pursuing its policy of ath- 
letics for all. 

The student body is divided into six 
groups, according to dormitories, and 
regular schedules are drawn up and 
followed for soccer, basketball and 
baseball. During the basketball sea- 
son which is now drawing to a close, 
three and four games a week have been 
played while none have been cancelled 
due to lack of interest. More than fifty 
students, or slightly less than one-fifth 
of the undergraduate body, have taken 
part in these contests, and in other 
sports as soccer and baseball which 
have larger teams, a correspondingly 
greater number of men take part. 

Besides interesting the students 
themselves in the various sports, the 
intramurals have also served to develop 
much material which might otherwise 
have passed unnoticed. ... i

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An Idyll of the Main Line: When Rees Thomas 
Married Martha Awbrey in 1692, in Haverf ord

Awbrey is quite a name in our early 
Colonial history. If for no other rea- 
son than that William Awbrey, son of 
William, son of Richard, married 
Letitia Perm, daughter of the founder 
of Pennsylvania. We hear of "Letitia 
House," in Fairmount Park, the very 
substantial brick dwelling built for 
Letitia Penn herself and removed 
thither; and we see, on the older maps, 
"Letitia Manor," tracts of land set 
apart for her in the days of Penn pro- 
prietorship of these hills and valleys 
roundabout us. 



According to George Vaux, who 
wrote of the Awbreys, in the Pennsyl- 
vania Magazine of History and Biog- 
raphy, Letitia's husband had a sister, 
Martha, who married Rees Thomas — 
the pioneering Welsh Quaker of our 
Main Line chronicles. Rees Thomas 
ploughed the ground where Bryn 
Mawr stands. Rosemont acres be- 
longed to him. 

The Awbreys date back to knightly 
times — to Saunders de St. Awbrey, 
1066. As for William Awbrey's im- 
mediate ancestors, they were Puritans 
and Parliamentarians but William him- 
self seems to have turned Quaker, like 



so many others in England and Wales, 
about the time of Cromwell and the 
Commonwealth. When folks today 
look over the wall of St. Peter's 
Churchyard, in the Great Valley of 
Chester, and see "Cromwell Pearce" 
on an old tombstone, they are taken 
back, by the local short-cut, to the 
period of Puritan and Quaker dis- 
turbance that resulted in the loss of so 
much good blood in England and a 
corresponding gain in America. As we 
say, William Awbrey turned Quaker; 
and so did his sister, Martha. At any 
rate, Martha was married to Rees 
Thomas, at Haverford Meeting House, 
4th month, 18th, 1692; and here is what 
Rees and Martha promised each other: 
The said Rees Thomas solemnly de- 
clared: "Friends, I am standing here

in the presence of God, and before you, 
I do take Martha Awbrey to be my 
wedded wife, and by God's assistance 
do promise to be true and loving and 
faithful unto her and to behave myself 
unto her as becomes a man to behave 
himself towards his wife so as to 
continue till death part us." 

In like manner the said Martha Aw- 
brey said: "I am here in the presence 
of God, and, before you, I take Rees 
Thomas to be my husband, and I do 
promise to love him and make much 
of him till death us part." 

These words are utterances of 230 
years ago. They seem as beautifully 
put together as the olden furniture, or 
as the olden timepieces and tokens ; 
and they express deep purposes very 
simply. She was "to make much of 
him," and sure enough she did. He 
was "to behave himself unto her as 
becomes a man to behave himself to- 
wards his wife." The chronicles tell 
us that Rees "made much" of Martha; 
and that after long, long years of "be- 
having themselves" they passed on. 

Martha had three sons — Rees, Aw- 
brey and William. A tender letter to 
her father in Wales, apologizing for 
not having named her first son, "Aw- 
brey," is characteristic. Awbrey, by 
the by, went to England and married 
Gulielma, only daughter of William 
Penn, junior. 

Martha died in 1726, and Mr. Vaux 
tells us that a little book of verses was 
printed about her by S. Keimer, Phila- 
delphia. 

In this Main Line idyll, it is not to 
be assumed that Rees and Martha did 
not have their hardships. In the apolo- 
getic letter to her father alluded to, 
she complained that she was obliged 
to "lose so much in time, going to fairs 
and markets" in far-away Philadelphia; 
and, as for that very winter (1695), it 
was a terribly hard one — so hard "they 
say they never saw the like of it." 

Frigid, indeed, were the blasts that 
swept over the snows of Lower Mer- 
ion, but bright and warm were the 
ingle-nooks of old Bryn Mawr and 
Haverford and Radnor.

Green Soup 

2 bunches of watercress. 

2 diced potatoes. 

2 hard-cooked egg yolks. 

2 tablespoons of butter. 

Croutons. 

Wash and cook cress until almost 
done, then add the potatoes and cook 
until soft. Press through sieve and 
add the puree to the water in which 
it was cooked. Brown the bread 
slightly in one tablespoon of butter 
and cut into small cubes. Add the 
minced egg yolks and the remaining 
tablespoon of butter to the soup, sea- 
son to taste, add croutons. A little 
onion juice may be added if so de- 
sired. 

Ham Loaf 

J4 pound of lean ham. 
2 tablespoons of flour. 

2 cups milk. 

J4 pound of grated cheese. 

3 eggs. 

Salt and pepper. 

Cook ham and, when done, chop it 
fine. Mix the flour with the milk and 
cook for a few minutes, then add the 
ham, cheese and the egg yolks slightly 
beaten and finally the stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Season with salt and pep- 
per, and pour into mold, set the mold 
in a pan of hot water and bake in a 
slow oven until firm. This may be 
served with or without white sauce. 

A delicious accompaniment of fried 
ham which is recommended by one of 
the borough residents is that of pine- 
apple slices dipped in egg and cracker 
crumbs and fried until thoroughly done 
in the ham fat. When serving place 
the pineapple slices around the slice 
of ham on platter and serve. 
Lima Beans, Neufchatel Style 

2 cups of green lima beans or one 
cup of dried lima beans, soaked in 
water over night. 

1 teaspoonful of salt. 
% cup of butter. 

V/z cups of milk. 

2 egg yolks. 

Cook beans in boiling salted water 
until almost tender. Drain, remove 
skins and return to saucepan. Add fat, 
salt and milk and finish cooking. Just 
before serving, add slightly beaten egg 
yolks, diluted with a little milk.

I i a German shell that landed within 
fifteen feet of Joseph Kelly during the 
war had not proved to be a dud lie 
would "be over there yet, as he put 
it instead of pacing a beat in Haver- 
ford. 

Officer Kellv was born in County 
Tyrone, north Ireland, on Septem- 
ber 10 1891. He came to this country 
in 1912, having five brothers here. 

Enlisting in the army in May, 191/, 
Kellv went to Camp Meade for train- 
ing. ' His stay there was brief as he 
sailed for France on July 4 as a mem- 
ber of Company C, 314th Infantry, in 
the 79th Division. 

He saw action in the Meuse- 
Axgonne offensive and was in the front 
line continuously from September 7, 
1918, until the signing of the Armistice 
on November 11. 

After the war he returned to his pre- 
vious position as valet to W. Flunkct 
Stewart, former Haverford resident, 
who now lives in Ithan. In the course 
of his work with Mr. Stewart, which 



covered a period of seven years, Kelly 
went abroad three times after the war, 
traveling in England and France, and 
visiting that principality, Monaco, fa- 
mous for its Monte Carlo. 

Kelly joined the Lower Merion Po- 
lice force on March 8, 1926. He was 
assigned to duty in Narberth for one 
year and for the past four years has 
been on the Haverford beat. 

He is married and lives at 235 
Grandvicw Road, Ardmore. Kelly is 
a member of the Bullock-Sanderson 
Post.

Too youthful to 
enlist during the war, Joe drilled in 
the Boys' Brigade, an organization of 
boys from 12 to 16, roughly com- 
parable to the Boy Scouts, in which he 
was a corporal. 

He and his family came to this 
country after the war, having several 
relatives here and friends on the Mam 
Line. Joe was 16 at the time. One 
brother was in the United States

After working for the Autocar Com- 
pany some time, Crookes received his 
appointment as a member of the 
Lower 'Merion police'fbrce on Decem- 
ber 1, 1926. . J ^ 

For two years he was assigned to 
the North Ardmore beat and a little 
less than a year to Bryn Mawr. Since 
the summer of 1929 he has been a 
member of the motor-cycle squad. In 
this job he cruises up and down Lan- 
caster Pike from Rosemont to City 
Line, and woe be to the speeders who 
try to elude him, since his four- 
One time Joe found that all the 
speed of his motor-cycle was of no 
avail when it came to cross-country 
work. He was chasing a colored man 
who had held up a pool room with 
a shotgun. The man, escaping in a 
car, saw that a motor-cycle patrolman 
was gaining on him, left his machine 
at Holland Avenue, Ardmore, and 
began running. Joe likewise left his 
motor-cycle and gave chase, the man s 
white shirt acting as a guide. Two 
shots failed to make the man stop, but 
Joe, who played on the Autocar soccer 
team and whose wind was a little 
better, overhauled him at Haverford 
College. , . . 

Joe Crookes it was whose singing 
of "Keep on the Sunnyside" around 
the station house made the phrase the 
slogan of Sergeant Wcntz's squad.

The charm of a garden cannot be 
equalled — that is in our humble esti- 
mation. And a lovelv garden is that 
of Mr. Walter A. Bailey, of "High 
Point," Merion. Terraced effects give 
an old-world atmosphere, shadows and 
high 'lights dicker and play; gay posies 
strain toward the sun and sway in 
the gentle breezes; a velvety lawn 
stretches away to a very modern 
swimming pool' and behind it a row 
of l.ombardy poplars encloses all and 
makes terraces, dowers, pool and 
lawn a delicate whole. 

A sweeping circular drive leads up 
to the Colonial entrance, a central hall 
through the house has a door which 
opens onto the uncovered terrace at 
the back of the house. Once there you 
Lave all the traffic of Old Lancaster 
Koad behind. Voir get your first 
glimpse of what is in store for you 
when you see the boxes containing 
1'inl and purple petunias which line 
the open end witlls of the uncovered 
terrace. Here is gay iron furniture. 
( In the pla-tered end wall, in the cen- 
tre, is a quaint eagle plaque, and iron 
brackets hold pots of petunias and ivy, 
trailing us graceful lengths. 

At the left is a covered terrace, or 
porch, roofed and protected from the 
sun and wind and rain by side walls, 
the arched openings with the gay awn- 
ings add to the architectural beauty 
and heighten the effect of old-world 
p-'eturcs(|Uesne,s.

The Lawn 

The lawn has the same relation to 
the grounds as a whole as a rug or 
carpet has to the main room in the 
home. In purchasing a rug. or tloor 
covering, it is usually conceded that 
it is the foundation for beauty for the 
whole room. Likewise, in developing 
I a lawn, it should be considered the 
] foundation of beauty for the whole 
outdoors beauty area around the house. 
The house is the basic factor in the 
development of correct landscape. Re- 
gardless of how much money is spent, 
or how beautiful r vigorous the speci- 
men plants in the landscape planting 
may be. one cannot have a perfect 
landscape picture without a perfect 
lawn. 

In the development of a lawn, the 
greatest factor to he considered is its 
water-absorbing ability. The moisture 
absorbed by the lawn conies back to 
the roots l ;l( U-u with plant food, and 
promotes continual healthy and vigor- 
ous growth. Next in importance, or 
perhaps of equal importance, is to 
create a condition that encourages 
deep root development. Peep roots 
have a larger area over which to feed, 
and by encouraging deep root devel- 
opment they do not become so crowd- 
ed, and consequently there is less com- 
petition between individual plants for 
moisture ami plant food present. 
j The perfect lawn surface is abso- 
lutely uniform. There should be no 
humps or high places that the wind 
may strike with greater force and 
cause them to dry out quickly, tlms 
making a barren spot in the lawn. 
While blue grass and red top have 



been the base of most lawns of the 
pa-l. we are now in a period where the 
lit. ut lawn- are conceded to be of great 
merit and beauty. 

Where the blent lawn really pre- 
dominates over the old-fashioned 
seeded lawn i* that each variety of 
lien; is propagated from stolons coin- 
ing from one original mother plant. 
As a result every blade of grass in 
the entire lawn is exactly the same 
shade of green and the same texture. 
This gives a carpetlike appearance not 
possible to obtain with the seeded tvpe 

f lawn. 
Another advantage of P.enl for a lawn 

; that it will grow on a comparatively 
acid soil. However, this is not neces- 
sary. If Ijent is started on sweet soil, 
probably more difficulty will be found 
in keeping om some weeds and clover 
than if it was seeded on an acid soil. 



tion to this garden room; great boxes 
of begonias and ferns adorn the open- 
ings at the sides and at the end which 
looks directly down over the terrace, 
the lawn and the pool. Black furniture 
with plain orange cushions make this 
the most charming spot you could 
imagine. An interesting and quaint 
touch is an old bell hanging from a 
bracket which was one of the old farm 
bells which were used to call men of the 
family from the fields when Indians 
made forays or- — more prosaic — when 
dinner was ready! This hell now sum- 
mons the members of the family when 
they are needed indoors. On the 
house wall are two of the eagle in- 
surance plates made of iron which arc 
extremely rare. 

From the uncovered terrace you go 
down a few steps to the second ter- 
race. Here evergreens are banked 
against the walls. Aggeratuni and 
marigolds are most stunningly massed 
to make this terrace resplendent with 
blooms. In the spring, tulips reign 
until their course is run. 

Steps again! At each side of this 
level a flight leads down to a short 
terrace and centre flight. As you go 
down them you have an enchanting 
view. Rlossoms nod graciously just 
above your head, great stone jars are 
filled with (lowers, rich, dark ever- 
greens loom in the background. 
.Von stop and think, for surely the 
scene brings hack fragrant memories. 
It is like a spot you saw and remem- 
bered at that little place near Men- 
tone; or maybe it was that gem of 
garden in Capri, of which you got 
just a glimpse. You know it reminds 
yon of one of those, and you pause for 
a moment, head lifted, to drink in its 
beauty. As you bring yourself back 
to the present and the garden before 
you. you walk down a wdde slope of 
lawn. At the left arc many varieties 
of shrubs grouped against the iron 
railing and adding to the compactness 
and the privacy of the garden. 

Returning on the main terrace you 
see a beautiful tree with its huge 
limbs and fluttering leaves casting in- 
triguing shadows on the smooth turf 
beneath. This is a gingko tree and we 
understand it is the finest specimen in 
America. The gingko is often called 
the maiden hair tree in America; 
comes from Japan, and the name is 
derived from two Chinese words, 
"Yin" and "Hing" which, together, 
mean silver apricot.

The lawn should be rolled with a 
heavy roller after heavy frosts are 
over and before new growth starts. 
Late March or early April is the time. 

* * * 

April is the season to grub-proof 
lawns, killing the grubs of Japanese 
beetle and saving the trouble and ex- 
pense of making a new lawn. The 
grubs start to feed on grass roots when 
the ground starts to warm up, but they 
can be controlled by spreading a mix- 
ure of six pounds of arsenate of lead 
powder and one bushel of dry sand 
over each one thousand square feet of 
surface. For fertilizing a grub-proofed 
lawn it is better to use pulverized 
sheep manure or cotton seed meal, but 
not bone meal or any chemical fer- 
tilizers containing lime in any form. 

* * * 

Little seedling plants should not be 
allowed to grow in the seed row after 
they have developed two or three sets 
of leaves. They need space in which 
to stretch their roots and air space to 
develop into shapely, stocky plants. 
Some gardeners use florists' flats, or 
shallow boxes, spacing the plants three 
inches apart; others use one-inch 
earthen pots, setting these in flats of 
soil or peat moss. Small earthen pots 
about two inches in diameter may be 
used or paper pots of the same size. 
The soil may be heavier than the seed 
soil — two parts garden soil, one of 
humus and one of sand — a pinch of 
fertilizer may also be mixed in. The 
little plants should be shaded for a 
day after transplanting and then given 
ill the sun available. The soil must 
be kept moist constantly. Frost, of 
course, is deadly. If tender plants are 
transferred to a hot bed or cold frame 
the glass should be covered with a 
frost-proof mat at night and opened 
during the sunny hours to ventilate and 
prevent steaming. 

* * * 

The cold frame is a most convenient 
device for gardeners, not only for get- 
ting an early start in spring, but for 



raising perennials, biennials and rock 
garden plants from seed during sum- 
mer and fall. For early spring the 
glass cover is required, but for sum- 
mer, fall and winter use, for hardy 
subjects, lath covers are all that is 
necessary. Glass sash comes in stand- 
ard section of three feet wide and six 
feet long so that the frame, or base, 
should be built to these dimensions. 
Small frames can be built for lath cov- 
ers. Those that measure thirty-six 
inches wide and thirty inches long are 
the most convenient size to reach over. 

* » * 
. Maple trees are better trimmed after 
the leaves have unfolded as theyare in- 
clined to bleed, or leak sap. This does 
■not harm the tree particularly, but 
makes it most inconvenient to paint 
the exposed wood. Old cuts, or 
wounds where wood without bark is 
exposed to air and moisture should 
be painted with tree paint at least once 
a year. These wounds, when left to 
dry out, will decay and form cavities 
in branches and trunks. The cavities 
must be filled or the tree will continue 
to decay and eventually be either a 
total loss or an expensive case of neg- 
lect. In caring for trees a stitch in 
time save ninety and nine.

Whether or not you are
